NEW RULING AFFECTS THE

ARE MARRIED

Men Who Marry in Future Can 

Not Claim Dependency for 
| Either Wife or Children. Many 
| Placed in Class One.

All men of draft age married since 
May 18, 1917, who have no children 
either born or unborn will immedi- 
ately be placed in class one, 





May 18, 1917, who have children 
either born or unborn on June 9, 
1918, will immediately be withdrawn 
from class four and placed in class 
two. 

All men of draft age who marry in 
the future cannot plead dependency 
either for wife or children. 

Men who have become 21 since 
June 5, 1917, and who married since 
January 15, 1918, cannot plead de- 
pendency either for wife or unborn 
children. 

Men who have become 21 since 
Jung 5, 1917, and who married sub- 
sequent to May 18, 1917, but on 
or prior to January 15, 1918, who 
have children born or unborn on 
June 9, 1918, will be placed in class 
two. 

Chairman R. O. Price of the ex- 
emption board made the above an- 
nouncement Monday following the 
;receipt of detailed instructions from 
J. L. Borree, adjutant general, at 
Sacramento, who in turn had been so 
instructed by Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral Crowder. 

Following is the complete ruling: 

“The fact of dependency resulting 
from the marriage of registrant who 
has become 21 years of age since 
June 5, 1917, and who has married 
since the date of the introduction of 
the joint resolution in congress re- 
quiring his registration, to-wit, Janu- 
ary 15, 1918, will be disregarded as 
a ground for deferred classification.

VERY ONE knows that up to within a comparatively recent 
L period the Hearst publications were anti-British and, in| 
their effect on the reading public, pro-German and disloyal | 
to America. It can be said to the credit of Hearst that he | 
has lately seen a great white light, and that his publications have 
forsaken the error of the earlier days of the war. 

It is not likely that Hearst has had a baptism of patriotism. 
The natural conclusion of those who know the trail of the Hearst 
serpent is that recent legislation has effectually squelehed the dis- 
loyal newspapers and magazines. 

The Hearst chain of newspapers reach a large portion of the 
reading public. That they can be a power for good is not to be 
denied. That the acts of near-disloyalty weré committed before 
there was legislation to convict is admitted. Whether it is best 
to outlaw Hearst for his sins of the past or to praise him for the 
patriotic work he is doing now must be a matter left to the indi- 
vidual conscience. 

Mr. Hearst is generally credited with forcing the Spanish war 
on President McKinley; he is responsible for much of our trouble 
with Mexico, and the Japanese scare was wholly resultant from 
his newspaper propaganda. His efforts to discredit President Wil- 
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cannot be enforced without the cooperation of the French govern- 
ment.’’ (Cable from General Pershing to Washington, December 
26, 1917.)

sunburnt; but up and a smilin’ big 
as you please. 

From him and others who were 
willing to talk, we learned that the 
President Lincoln was fired on by a 
sub or subs and was struck by three 
torpedoes; this was about 9 o’clock, 
morning, several hours after the de- 
stroyers (their convoy) had turned 
back for their home port. She went 
down and under in about 21 min- 
utes, leaving her crew, minus 24 or 
25, clinging to life rafts, in the midst 
of a small swarm of subs, which 
continually worked their way around 
and among the rafts giving the horse 
laugh, taking pictures and seeking 
out the captain. The executive and 
two other officers were taken pris- 
oners but not the captain. This is 
what that wise “hombre” did when 
he saw that all hands must “go over 
the side.” He snaps out of his uni- 
form and into a middy suit, ex- 
changing with some “gob” sailor. 
Understand the sailor was picked 
up for the captain but was turned 
loose when they gave him the once- 
over. The destroyers, which by this 
time were almost back to 
upon receiving the S O S made all 
speed to the rescue, reaching the 
scene late that evening. They report 
23 or 24 drowned or killed, includ- 
ing the paymaster, assistant pay- 
master and one doctor (a g00-goo 
Philippine mess cook shot himself) 
and three captured. They were not 
in the danger zone and didn’t know 
there was a sub within a hundred 
miles when they were struck—a com- 
plete surprise. It came at a very 
opportune time, though, for nearly 
all hands were on top side, life 
jackets on and ready for abandon- 
ship drill. Was surprised to hear 
how easy old Fritz let ’em off when 
he had the boys entirely at his 
mercy. Forgot to say that the tor- 
pedoes were loaded with a deadly 
gas which made them all sick and 
no doubt caused the death of some. 


The President Lincoln is a good 
sized transport, much larger than 
the N. P., with a crew of about 600 
and carrying 4500 troops or more. 
She is, or was, a coal burner and 
very slow—thirteen knots the best 
she could do, and this fact was 
what made her “easy pickin’s.” 
Speed seems to be the important 
factor; and I don’t feel bothered-— 
much, for that is our strong point. 

The Boches are now beginning to 
use ‘their larger type subs; one in 
the attack on the Lincoln was 300 
feet long and carried 6-inch guns, so 
we heard. Talking with a sailor 
from one of the destroyers, he said 
a submarine could and would make 
battle with the destroyers if it were 
not for the depth bombs they—the 
destroyers — carried and dropped 
around promiscuously. Said bombs 
create much havoc and are greatly 
feared by the enemy. About the 
size of a ten. gallon (beer) keg, they 
are dropped over the stern when 
the order is given, and, being quite 
heavy, they sink rapidly to a cer- 
tain depth—at a depth where the 
water pressure is great enough to 
cause them to explode. The destroy- 
ers think it great sport to tangle 
with a sub. Instead of running away 
from them when one is sighted they 
all make a bee line for it at about

OF REV. HP. LANE 


The funeral services for Rev. Hen- 
ry P. Lane were held on Saturday, 
June 8, at Upland and at Van Nuys, 
Cal. Representatives of the churches 
of Southern California joined with 
the members of the Upland and 
Van ~Nuys’ Presbyterian churches 
and with relatives and friends from 
other cities in paying honor to the 
memory of one who served as min- 
ister for many years in this city and 
in Van Nuys. 

Rev. W. H. Hunter, OD. D. from 
the Calvary church, Riverside, Rev. 
D. L. McQuarrie, stated clerk of the 
Riverside Presbytery, and Rev. S. S. 
Sampson shared with Rev. R. C.; 
Stone the service in the Presbyte- 
rian church here. A wealth of beau- 
tiful flowers told of the sympathy 
and love of the friends here. Each 
speaker gave a feeling tribute to the 
faithfulness, and the love, and the 
quiet influence of the friend “who 
has, gone before.” Rev. Sampson, 
who for so many years labored in 
the ministry in the Methodist 
church here, said that the secret of 
the influence of Rev. Lane was in 
his power of secret prayer and com- 
munion with the Father. 

Mrs. J. Lynward Grahame and a 
men’s quartet sang some of the 
songs which were favorites of Rev. 
Lane’s. 

Men who had known and cared 
for Rev. Lane while he was here 
were bearers at the funeral, T. W. 
Nisbet, R. C. Norton, J. L. Gra- 
hame, Ernest Dart, E. W. Fischer. 

From the service in our city the 
relatives and close friends went to 
Van Nuys for the service in the 
Presbyterian church there. Though} 
their pastor had resigned because 
of ill health, the congregation had 
refused to call another man, but had 
hoped that returning health would 
again permit Rev. Lane to lead their 
work. The women of the church 





received and ministered to the 
friends upon their arrival. 

Tender hands had made_ the 
church beautiful, and the flowers 


and soft vines told of the love of 
the people of the church for their 
pastor. The songs that were sung 
were chosen because he had loved 
them, and each detail of the service 
was rich in thoughtful remembrance 
of the friend who had left them. 

The Los Angeles Presbytery, of 
which Rev. Lane was a member, 
sent-as representatives W. D. Ward 
and R. W. Clelland, D. D. The Van 
Nuys churches were represented by 
their pastors, H. H. Amstutz, F. Net 
son Baker and G. B. Traveler. A 
group of the leading men of the 
church were pall bearers at this 
service. At this meeting, as in the 
ormer service, the men who had 
known Mr. Lane intimately testified 
to the winning personality, and the 
silent and unassuming power of the 
man. 

Rev. Stone had in charge the sim- 
ple and impressive service at the 
side of the gravé in Bellevue ceme- 
tery. Raymond Moremen sang 4) 
beautiful verse to the strains of 
“The End of a Perfect Day,’ and 
as the rays of the sun were sinking 
in the west, the friends turned away | 
from the grave of one “whose works 
live after him.” 


HENRY P. LANE, 1858-1918 
Henry P. Lane was born near} 
Knightstown, Ind. His father died 
when he was ten years old. During 


his boyhood he cared for his mother 
and younger brother, ag. head of the 
family. He was not a rugged youth, 
and during his entire life at seasons 
he struggled against physical handi- 
caps, that but served to make him 
a thoughtful and earnest worker. 

He was a graduate of Monmouth 
(Illinois) college, and the McCorm- 
ick Theological seminary. He was 
ordained at the age of 30, and held 
charges at Montclair, Il., and Quin- | 
and Jonesville, Mich. 
Coming to the West on account} 
of ill health in his family, he was 
located successively at San Diego, | 
Colton, and Third church, Los An- 
geles. He was called to Upland and 
for eight years he led the people in 
our city. The beautiful church on 
Euclid avenue is a monument to his 
memory, as it was erected during 
his pastorate, and under his inspira- 
tion. He left our church because 
of ill health, and after a period of 
rest accepted the pastorate at Van 
Nuys. The chureh there prospered in 
an unusual manner. The _ mission- 
ary work was especially strong, and 
the work with the young people was 
an inspiration to all who knew of it. 

Four sons and two daughters sur- 
vive Mr. Lane and a host of persons 
whose lives have touched his will 
find life better and happier because 
they knew him.
